Why is it that the standard of 
special schools for the deaf and the 
blind is invariable so low? Exam- 
ination of the work done in these 
Institutions discloses the fact thai 
the work accomplished seldom 
covers more than I he fundamental, 
I may almost say, the rudimentary 
elements of education. This exam- 
ination also shows thai teachers in 
these schools add lo their literary 
education one or two years of 

special training for work anion ■ 
the deaf or the blind. With these 

facts admitted, one Is yet obliged to 
acknowledge that the average grad- 
uate goes out With only such 

knowledge as is possessed by the 

child of fourteen or fifteen years in 

our ordinary public schools. 

The difficulties that are in the 
way of our pupils have been mag- 
nified in many Instances. The 
mental faculties lack exercise and 
Stimulation in order that they shall 

reach the same alertness and com- 
prehension that characterize the 

normal child. The methods used 
are necessaril}- slow in some parti- 
culars, but the greatest impediment 
to the progress of our pupils is found 
in the lack of early educational 
training. A mi -ber of deaf and 

blind children never enter school 
under the age of twelve or fourteen 

years, and the teacher's first task 
with them is to break the crust thai 
binds their faculties ; and brush out 
the cobwebs that cloud their brains 

Indolent habits contracted during 

this period have to be destroyed by 
persistent effort and supplanted 
with a desire for knowledge and a 
fondness for work. This requires 
al least four years, so thai forty per 

cent, of the child's term is gone be- 
fore he is fully aware of the value 

of time and npport unity. Tbe eon 
sequence is that the majority of 
our pupils, coming lo school al rather 
advanced ages, giaduale as men 

and women in years, though they 
have but a fraction of the scholastic 
training ihat. a diploma commonly 
re present*. 
The correction of this defect lies 

primarily with the parents at home. 
The period of mental and physical 

growth is one and tbe same and 

those who may neglect I heir child's 
education until his tastes and habits 
become lived, cannol lliem- 

selvcs with tint specious argument 
that physical development inusl 
precede mental growth. Teachers 
can urge earnest boys and girls to 
put forth special ((Torts, but the 
snail's pace already familial to un- 
employed minds can never be 

made more than a tortoise gait. 

Older pupils, and those who have 
been in school long enough to enjoy 
ils benefits, appreciate the draw- 
backs and humiliation of thl 
nation. They frequently work
